It is their theory that Leroy kill­ 
ed his wife in jealous anger when 
she told him she was about to be­ 
come a mother; that he committed 
the crime believing the child to be 
that of A. A. Tatum of Birming­ 
ham, Ala., who volutarily told to 
the police there the story of his 
friendship with Mrs. Leroy. 
After 
brutally 
murdering 
he, 
this belief goes, he cut open her 
body, removed the vital organs and 
destroyed them. Then he shipped 
the trunk with the body to New 
York after putting the name of 
Tat up), with the Harper avenue ad­ 
dress at which the Leroys lived, on 
the label so as to turn suspicion 
against the man whom he had come 
to hate. 
Detective Edward Mitte of the 
Detroit 
homiciide 
bureau 
and 
Robert T. Speed, assistant district 


attorney of Wayne county, are con­ 
vinced of this theory. 
“We have definitely decided on 
the identity of the slayer of this 
woman,” Detective Mitte said. “He 
is the same person who on various 
occasions has used the names of 
Fernandez and Wood. 
The descrip­ 
tion of the man who used these 
names and the handwriting over 
them are identical. 
He was either 
a South American or a Mexican. 
He spoke English fluently. There

“He will kill me some day,” sh© 
told her friend. 
Although she packed up and was 
| ready to leave, Mrs. Leroy never 
did so, and finally Tatum lost track 
of her, as did the Trumbulls, until 
they found on telephoning to the 
Harper avenue address that 
the 
two had “left” suddenly two weeks 
before. 
The last Mrs. Trumbull heard 
from her friend was a few days be­ 
fore Leroy disappeared from the 
apartment house. 
“I am about to become a moth­ 
er,” Mrs. Leroy informed her friend 
over the telephone. 
He voice was 
happy, and she explained that now 
she felt sure “Eugene” would not 
mistreat her further. 
“He doesn’t know yet. I’m go­ 
ing to tell him tonight,” the girl 
whose whole life story was touched 
with tragedy cried. “He’ll have to 
be good to me now.”

Last December the State Board of Educa­ 
tion adopted a regulation reorganizing the work 
of the Oklahoma State Normal Schools. 
This 
reorganization provides for full collegiate courses 
embracing four years of work above that offered 
by standard high schools. 
Completion of these 
courses leads to Bachelor of Arts Degrees. 
This action on the part of the State Board 
is x a step forward. 
In offering four years of 
college work, the Oklahoma Normal School will 
be placed upon an equal footing with the Normal 
Schools of Ohio, Illinois, 
Michigan, 
Missouri, 
Kansas, Colorado, New Mexico, Texas, and other 
progressive states. 
Normal Schools exist primar­ 
ily for the purpose of training teachers for ser­ 
vice in the public schools. 
Under the new plan 
the East Central State Normal School will be 
enabled to train teachers for every elementary 
and secondary position in its district, thus fulfill­ 
ing its mission of preparing teachers for every 
grade of school. 
It is not the plan to discontinue any of the 
woric offered in the past. 
Under the new plan 
it will still be possible for students to secure one 
year, two year, and life certificates through East 
Central under conditions similar to those which 
obtained in the past. 
The emphasis will still be 
directed upon preparing teachers for elementary 
and rural schools. 
But, the course of study 
has been enlarged and amplified to permit East 
Central to become a standard college instead of 
being merely a junior collage ag in the past. This 
will be good news to dory graduate of East 
Central for he will now have a real Ala Mater 
to cherish. It will also be good news to the chil­ 
dren in the public schools of this stale; for every 
step forward in education must be directed to 
further their best interests; and their; interests 
are above all other educational interests in the 
state.

The American Legion is carrying 
on the search for solution to more 
than 2,000 individual deaths and; 
disappearance mysteries among the 
soldiers and sailors of the American 
Expeditionary 
Forces. 
These are 
cases where official action has run 
Its course and terminated with tnej 
always brief and sometimes con­ 
flicting report of “ missing in act-^ 
ion.” -killed in battle” or “per-! 
sumed to be dead.” In each case It 
is claimed that definite or detail-j 
od information has not been re-] 
ceived by the family of the soldier* 
or sailor in question. 
How many more than 2,000 such 
cases there may be is not 
but the American Legion Weekly 
bas received that number of letters 
from the kin and friends of miss­ 
ing men.

CROWD CHEERS WHEN 
CLERK READ RESOLUTIONS 


By ti* Associated Pp— 
RALEIGH, N. C. Aug. 17.—Amid 
scenes, which the state house has 
not witnessed since the days of the 
civil war, the North Carolina legis­ 
lature begin consideration today of 
ratification of the federal woman 
suffrage amendment.
